He told him, that though ho 
saidnothing of this kind it was do- 
fendants’ my opinion that, his agents 
would have bought boxer Snider cartridges. 
‘As he was not sure of this, he sont a tele-{ 
gram ‘on tho 9th, August saying that only 
boxer cartridges werv wanted. Ho did not 
receive an answer from his London agents 
for several days. Yi Hip Po then camo 
and said bo wanted to go back to Canton 
with the contract. Although he had no 
telegram he wos under the impression that it 
would be impossible to supply solid brass 
cartridges at the price mentionod, and made 
out the contract for boxer cartridges Only a 
few days later his London ogents telearaph- 
ed that they could_not supply boxer car: 
tridges. His agents afterwards informed 
him that they could supply him with 
boxer cartridges with a brass base instead 
of iron, and he was then of opinion 
that if the Chineso had got the articles 
and they woro sorviconble this difference 
would not have interfered with the ear- 
rying out of the contract. But as his agents 
had not informed him of this but had sim- 
ply told him thoy could not supply boxer 
cartridges, he said he could not carry out 
the contract, If Yi Hi Po had not insist- 
od on sending the second telegram stating 
that the cartridges must be boxer ones, the 
cartridges, o kind of boxer, would have 
been shippod and delivered and he believed 
everyone would have been satisfied. His 
agents when they wrote tu him and inform- 
ed him that they bad bought them at 30 
shillings’ and he calculated he would have 
mado a profit of £400 on the transaotion, if 
it had been carried out. 

Tn cross-cxamination witness said that he 
believed these’ boxer cartridges were not 
procurable in Hongkong at, the timo he 
made tho contract. © 

Mr. Mackean again addressed the Court 
briofly, and contended _that plaintiffs had 
not shown they had suffered any loss. 

The Attorney Ceneral said it had been 
abundantly proved, in spite of the denial 
of the defendanta, that there had been a 
contract ; that the contract was broken by 
the defendanta in‘full, and that plaintifis 
had suffered substantial damages in conse- 
quence of that default, which they wore 
entitled to recover. Defendants had 
brought forward a shabby, miserable and 
disreputable sort of defence. There could 
bo no question upon the evidence that they 
did enter into this contract, although they 
denied it, and they attempted to get out 
with this quibble, that legally they ought 
to have been sued by the Chinese Govern- 
ment, for which there was no authority 
in aw, As. regards the cartridges, 
Grossmann entered into the contract 
with bis eyes wide open, ‘knowing per- 
fectly well that he hod contracted 
to sell « particular olasa, boxer cartridges, 
and he entered into it although he was 
not sure at the time that he would be able 
to supply them. Ho knew what it was 
to take upon himself the responsibility 
ing of entering into’ the contrast, and now 
pecanse he had been unable to carry. it out, 
he endeavoured to throw the losa there was 
in eonsequence of that: breach upon the 
plaintiff.
